Continuation of 5 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant does not address the 102 rejection, 
which clearly shows the applicant's invention. Baldwin describes a polysilicon resistor having opposite signs for its body and head 
regions. In column 3, lines 62-column 4. lines 24, Baldwin states all the possible doping concentrations for these body and head regions, 
which clearly fall in the range of the applicant's limitations. 
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
